Brooklyn Law School was founded 
by William Payson Richardson in 
1901 at the request of Norman P. 
Heffley, the founder of the Heffley 
School of Business. Mr. Richardson, an 
1895 graduate of the University of 
Maryland Law School, became the first 
Dean of Brooklyn Law School, holding 
the position with distinction until his 
death in 1945. Mr. Heffley assumed 
the position of President of the Board 
of Trustees. 


In 1901, there were 13 students in 
the first-year class and 5 students in 
the second-year class. After holding 
classes in the basement of the Heffley 
School Building for one year, Brooklyn 
Law School moved to a brownstone on 
Montague Street in 1902. The school 
became affiliated with St. Lawrence 
University in Canton, New York in 
1903 in order to secure degree- 
conferring authority for its first grad- 
uating class. The Brooklyn Eagle 
Building became the new home for the 
Law School from 1904 untif 1928. 


Due to rapid growth, Brooklyn Law 
School designed a new building located 
at 375 Pearl Street, taking occupancy 
in 1928 until 1968. Student enroll- 
ment in the 1930s grew to exceed 
1,500 students. Due to the Great De- 
pression, the evening program thrived 
because few students could afford full- 
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time study during the day. 


By 1968, the idea for a new build- 
ing had been conceived and ground was 
broken at the site of the old Supreme 
Court Building at 250 Joralemon 
Street. In 1969, Brooklyn Law School 
moved into the modem ten-story build- 
ing which was designed by the ar- 
chitects who conceived Shea Stadium. 


Brooklyn Law School continued to 
prosper, and after 10 years of plan- 
ning, an addition to the school was 
occupied in 1994. In April, 1995, the 
Honorable Guido Calabresi, Judge of 
the United States Court of Appeals for 
the Second Circuit and formed Dean of 
Yale Law School was the featured 
speaker at the building dedication. 


Brooklyn Law School's Deans have 
been dignitaries of the New York legal 
community. Dean Richardson was a 
scholar who authored numerous text- 
books including Richardson on Com- 
mercial Law, Richardson on Contracts, 
Selected Cases in Evidence, G 
and Suretyship, and Law of Evidence. 
His most notable work, Richardson on 
Evidence, was revised by Dean Emer- 
itus Jerome Prince and presently is in 
its twelfth edition with revisions by 
Professor Richard Farrell. 

Dean Richardson was succeeded in 
1945 by Justice William B. Carswell, 


who was still a sitting judge of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York. Upon the death of 
Justice Carswell in 1953, Jerome 
Prince, a member of the faculty since 
1934 and an associate dean since 
1945, became the third Dean of 
Brookfyn Law School. Dean Prince 
had been the most distinguished mem- 
ber of the class of 1933, president of 
his class, and founder of the Brooklyn 
Law Review. He is considered to have 
been the preeminent authority on ev- 
idence in the State of New York, and 
he served on several committees for 
legal reform in New York. Dean 
Prince retired in 1971 and he passed 
away in 1988. 2 


Raymond E. Lisle became the 
fourth Dean in 1971 after serving as a 
member of the faculty and in several 
foreign service positions with the Unit- 
ed States Department of State 
(including Minister at Belgrade, Dep- 
uty Assistant Secretary and Director 
for Relations with Eastern Europe). 
Brooklyn Law School became a mem- 
ber of the Association of American 
Law Schools in 1973, in which Dean 
Lisle became chairman. Dean Lisle 
also served as vice president of the 
Foreign Bondholders Protective Coun- 
cif, Inc. Achievements during the ad- 
ministration included the conversion of 
the curriculum from one that was en- 
tirely prescribed to one that is broadly 
elective after the first year, substantial 
growth of the faculty with broad back- 
ground and experience, development of 
joint degree programs, expansion of 
clinical programs, establishment of a 
professional career placement office, 
and the founding of the Brooklyn Jour- 
nal of International Law. Dean Lisle 
resigned in 1977, but continued to 
teach at the school until fis death in 
1994, 


I. Leo Glasser, a Family Court 
Judge and member of the school’s fac- 
ulty, assumed the position of Dean. He 
introduced a unique research and writ- 
ing program before fe resigned in 
1983 when President Carter appointed 
him to serve as a judge of the United 
States District Court for the Easten 
District of New York. 


David G. Trager’s tenure as Dean

commenced in 1983. Dean Trager 
had served as a law clerk to New 
York Court of Appeals Judge Ken- 
neth B. Keating, as United States 
Attomey for the Easter District of 
New York, and as a member of the 
Law School faculty prior to hecom- 
ing Dean. Under Dean Trager’s 
guidance, Brooklyn Law School ex- 
perienced tremendous growth in size 
and stature of its faculty, imple- 
mented innovative clinical and skills 
training programs, acquired several 
residence halls in Brooklyn Heights, 
and constructed a major addition to 
the schools main building. He re- 
tired in 1994 when he was ap- 
pointed by President Clinton to 
serve as a judge of the United States 
District Court for the Eastem Dis- 
trict of New York. 


Joan G. Werder is the seventh 
and current Dean, and the first 
woman to fead the Law School. 
Dean Wexler graduated from Cor- 
nell University in 1968 with 
highest flonors and distinction, and 
received a Master of Arts in Teach- 
ing degree from Harvard University 
in 1970. A 1974 graduate of Yale 
Law School, Dean Wexler was an 
Articles Editor of the Yale Law 
Journal and subsequently served as a 
faw clerk to Judge Jack B. Wein- 
stein and as an associate in the law 
firm of Debevoise & Plimpton. She 
joined the Brooklyn Law School 
faculty in 1985 after teaching at 
New York University School of 
Law and served as Brooklyn Law 
Schools Associate Dean of Aca- 
demic Affairs from 1987 to 1994. 
She fas served on numerous com- 
mittees of the Association of the 
Bar of the City of New York, the 
New York State Bar Association's 
Committee on Children and the 
Law, and Vice-Chairperson to the 
ABA Section of Legal Education. 
Dean Wexler is a member of many 
organizations, fas twice served as 
vice president of the New York 
Women’s Bar Association and is a 
member of the Board of Directors of 
the Downtown Brooklyn Associ- 
ation,
